The only persons within a short
distance of the Bassoun reglon competent
to give any messures of prompt rellef are
W. J. Heatheote, esq., H, B. M.'s vice con-
sul at Bitlls, nnd Rev. R. M. Cole of tha
same colty, misslonary of the A. B. C. . M.
Both are famlliar with existing conditions
and with the facllitles for meeting the
exlgency,

"It should be maintained that several
thousand destitute villagers upon the great
plain  of Mush, adjoining the Sassoun
mountalns, are In equally sore stralts,
Thelr advantage over the Bassoun folk
Hes In the fact that they are less exposed
to the rigor of winter and they can at
least beg from surrounding villagers, where
the torch has not brought destitution,

German Government Willing,
